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A    mil'  TO  THE  ANT.IRCTIC 

At  Inst  I  am  on  tin;  way  to  the  land 
whicli  has  been  the  dream  of  niy  life— 
the  mysterious  antarctic.  In  three 
weeks  iine-half  of  the  distance  in  an  air 
line  from  New  Yorl<  to  the  south  pole 
was  traversed,  and  here  on  the  lower 
edge  of  the  tropics  I  waited  for  the  ar- 
rival of  tlie  Iklgim  with  the  company  of 
Belgian  explorers  with  whom  tlic  jour- 
ney to  tlie  antarctic,  now  just  begun, 
is  to  be  made. 

On  iiiv  arrival  at  Rio  de  Janeiro  the 
Belgian  IcKalion  looked  after  my  com- 
forts, and  the  minister.  Count  V,in  den 
Steeii,  offered  me  tlie  hospitality  of  liis 
home  lit  Pctro]x»lis. 

.•^ftcr  a  fortnight  of  this  dreamy  tro- 
pical life,  a  telegram  announced  the 
arrival  of  the  expedition  .ship,  the  Bd- 
gim,  ill  the  Rio  harbor.  We  took  the 
early  morning  train  and  slowly  des- 
ceiuied  tlie  ii.ooo  feet  along  several 
vallevs,  winding  around  various  hills, 
down  ami  tlown  on  the  weird  cogwheel 
railroad,  until  we  reached  the  head  of 
the  bav.  Here  an  old  style  side-wheel 
steamer  carried  us  to  Rio  dc  Janeiro. 
On  the  liier  a  delegation  appointed  by 
I  the  Belgian  colony  of  Rio  de  Janeiro 
i  met  us  witli  a  tug,  in  which  we  were 
carrietl  to  the  /kl^iai. 

There  was  nothing  about  the  Iklgim 
to  attract  unusual  attention  from  a  dis- 
tance. She  was  rather  odd  in  shape 
and  color,  but  Rio  harbor  is  full  of 
weird-looking  craft.  We  boarded  the 
Brigim  at  about  ii  o'clock.  It  was  a 
scorcliing  morning,  and  as  we  ascended 
the  sea  ladtler  a  cloud  of  hot  vaixor  rose 
above  us  from  the  moistened  decks. 
The  captain.  I.e  Coiiite.  was  at  the  gang- 
way, anil  greeted  each  visitor  as  the 
Miiiistir  introduced  us.  Behind  him 
on  tkck  suiod  the  conimaiidant,  Lieut, 
dc  Ccriachc.  at  his  side  the  olYicers 
and  sciciitilic  staff,  while  the  crew  was 
st,alionfd  on  the  port  side  of  the  t|uar- 
ter-tkvk.

The  Bcl<;iai  left  Osteiid.  Belginni.  on 
August  24,  reacheil  Madeira  .Sept.  i;,. 
prom  here,  after  an  adjustiiieut  of  the 
iiisintments  ami  some  scientific  oliser- 
i-ations,  lasting  three  dat'S,  she  sailed 
for  Rio  de  Janeiro.  But  Rio  was  not 
reacheel  until  late  yesterday  afternoon, 
Oct.  22.  The  voyage  was  made  against 
a  series  of  adverse  winds  and   calms, 

II  aking  it  necessary  to  steam  a  part  of 
the  time.  The  party  enjoyed  excellent 
health  crossing  the  tropics,  with  little 
sickneS-S. 

The  general  plan  of  the  expedition 
was  now  for  the  first  time  outlined  to 
me  by  Co  nniandant  de  Gerlache,  Up 
to  the  present  all  ray  comraiuiieations 
had  been  by  cable,  and  neces.sarily  brief, 
hut  now  I  was  able  to  elicit  from  the 
hard-worked  projector  the  prospective 
plan  of  our  cainpaigu.  The  Belgica 
will  start  from  here,  after  the 
magnetic  instruments  are  adjusted,  for 
Montevideo,  where  she  w  ill  stop  perhaps 
one    day.     From   Montevideo   we  will 


proceed  to  Pnnta  Arenas,   Chili,  in  the 
Straits  of  Magellan, 

At  Pnnta  .\renas  we  will  make  .some 
scientific  observations   and   collections, 
stopping    perhaps    eight     days.       And 
then,  after  coaling  and  re-stocking  our 
provisions,  we  will  .sail  for  the  South 
Shetland  Islands,  then  to  Crahamlaiid, 
and  south-westward  along  its  border  to 
the  limit  of  navigation.     If   time  and 
ice  conditions  will  penult,  we  will  first 
sail  along  the  eastern  shore  of  Graham- 
land,  and  south  into  Weddell  Sea.     But 
this  journey-,  tempting    as  it  seems,  is 
now  rather  doubtful,  owing  to  the  .short 
time  at  our  command.     From  this  west- 
ern terminus  ot  Grahamland,    we  shall 
trv  to  map  the  coast  to  .\lexaiulerland, 
aiid  beyond  as  far  as   possible.     Then 
we  are  to  press  southward  and  westward 
to  \'ictorialand,  where  it  is  proposed  to 
skirt    the  coast   from   Cape    Adare   to 
I  Mounts  Erebus  and  Terror  for  a  landing. 
!  If  a  sate  landing  can  be  found,   Cora- 
I  mandant  de  Gerlache  and  three  compan- 
i  ions  will  be  landed  with  provisions  for  a 
i  year,  a  portable  house,  and  a  comptete 
equipment   for   land   exploration.     The 
Belgim  will  then  sail  or  steam  for  Mel- 
bourne to  refit  and  coal,  after  which  she 
I  will    proceed    to    the    Aucklands,    the 
I  Campbell,     and      other      sub-antarctic 
'1  islands.     Deep  sea  soundings  and  dredg- 
I  iiigs  will  be  taken  wherever  the   oppor- 
I  tunity   presents.     Systematic   magnetic 
;  and  meteortilogical  observations  will   be 
I  taken,   and  large  zoological  collections 
\  are  expected.     In  a  general   way   it   is 
I  the  aim   of   the  expedition  to  make   a 
I  thorough   scientific   survey   of   the   re- 
'  gions   traversed.     The    commander    re- 
serves the  right  to  alter  any  or  all  plans

We 
were  constantly   asked  :  «  Have  you  a 
smoking    room    and    much    tobacco  ? » 
a  Of  course,  you  have  lots  of  wine  and 
other  nice  drinks,  but  have   you   plenty 
of  gtiod  things  to  eat '     You  mu.st  take 
some   Brazilian  coffee. »     Others  would 
put  to  us  tpiestious  about  our  provisions 
for  pleasure,  music,  .games,  and  pastimes 
in    general.      But    I    do    not    remember 
havriig  liceu  asketl  even  oiicc  about  the 
serious  .scientific  work  of  the  expedition. 
One  broad-minded    and    appareiitlv   in- 
telligent fellow— well  on  in  the    winter 
of  life— a  member  of  the   cabinet,  asketl 
the  usual  quj.sli  aw  .damt  wines,  ci.gars. 
.  and  |)ersoii.ii  coiuiorts.  and  then,  having 
heard   of   Mrs.    Peary's  experience,    he 
asked  if  we  had  aiiv  women  among   us. 
O.l  b  ing  answered  with  a  rather  sharp 
and   ii.i.siy    «  No  !  ■  lie  said  :  a  Then.    1 
don't  want  to  g.i  along." 

This  explains  the  lack  of  uiterest  ot 
South  .Americans  in  anythiug  polar. 
So  long  as  beautiful  women,  good  wines, 
fine  cit;ars.  anil  tlelicate  foods  are  not 
fouiul  at  the  south  pole.  Latin  America 
i  will  probably  not  aspire  to  reach  it. 
The  magi'ietlc  instruments  were  taken 
to  the  local  observatory  for  adjustment 
and  comparison.  To  do  this  properly 
required  about  a  week.  Hence  arrange- 
ments were  made  for  various  receptions, 
tours  of  exploration,  of  pleasure,  and 
I  what  not.  The  zoukygist,  Mr.  Racovitza, 
learning  that  he  could  take  a  fast 
steamer  and  reach  Punta  Arenas  about 
a  fortuight  before  the  expedition,  at 
oiice  made  arrangements  to  leave  us. 
This  will  afford  him  much  additional 
and  valuable  time  to  make  collections 
and  observations  iu  the  immediate 
vicinitv  of  the  Straits  of  Magellan, 

The' Belgian  colony  had  long  planned 
a  feast  for'thc  expedition,  and  this  was 
the  grand  event  at  Rio,  to  which  we 
ItKjked  for  real  joy  and  lasting  comfort. 
The  time  hod  been  set  for  the  evening 
of  the  25th  at  the  Restaurant  PetropoH.s, 
on  Rua  do  Onvidor.  We  assembled  at 
7  o'clock.  There  were  about  100  pre- 
sent. This  represented  the  male  mem- 
bers of  the  colony,  the  officers  and 
scientific  staff  of  the  expedition,  and  a 
few  newspaper  editors.

The  room  was  larj<e  and  airy.  Elec- 
tric fans  were  in  position,  but  the  air 
was  cool  enough  without  their  use. 
The  walls  were  decorated  with  flags, 
and  the  tables  with  flowers  and  fruit. 
The  bill  of  fare  was  Belgian — a  few  local 
additions  to  the  ■I'ery  best  that  could  be 
imported  from  Belgium.  This.  I  am 
sure,  is  sufficient  said  of  a  very  delight- 
ful collection  of  rare  foods  and  good 
drinks.  There  was  much  enthusiastic 
speech-making  and  toasting  in  French, 
Portuguese,  and  Italian,  presumably 
complimentary  to  Brazil,  Belgium,  and 
the  expedition,  but  1  did  not  understand 
it.  The  spirit  of  hilarity,  however, 
was  in  the  air,  and,  although  I  was  a 
foreigner,  among  strangers  whose  lan- 
guage was  unknown  to  me,  I  cannot 
remember  ha\'ing  enjoyed  a  banquet  at 
home  better.  We  had  all  been  wined 
and  dined,  separately  and  collectively, 
before  and  after,  but  the  occasion  whicli 
will  always  remain  on  our  minds  as  tlie 
best  treat  of  all  is  the  Rio  Brazilian 
banquet, 

The  followingday,  and  for  thebalance 
of  the  week  we  visited  the  various  local 
places  of  interest,  explored  the  city  in 
various  ways,  and  were  received  at  a 
special  meeting  of  the  local  Geographical 
Society. 

It  would  hardly  be  expected  that  pole- 
ward bent  explorers  would  grow  enthu- 
siastic about  any  place  in  the  torrid 
zone.  But  Rio  de  Janeiro,  with  all  its 
heat,  has  people  with  warm  hearts  who 
were  to  us  a  pleasant  inspiration.  It 
has  fruit.s  and  coffee  which  are  a  joy  to 
the  iiuier  man  ;  it  has  abundant  natural 
resources  which  will  some  day  make  it 
a  great,  a  very  great,  city. 

Saturday  at  2  o'clock  was  set  for  the 
time  of  sailing,  and  although  we  appre- 
ciated the  honors  aiid  pleasures  con- 
ferred upon  us  by  the  hospitable  Bel- 
gians and  Brazilians,  the  apjMinted 
time  found  us  all  eager  to  continue  our 
voyage  toward  the  south  pole.  Many 
visitors  were  on  board  at  the  last 
moment.  The  Minister,  with  his 
fatlierly  interest  in  the  expedition,  was 
there,  and  the  Belgian  committee,  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Rio  Geographical 
Society,  and  ^-arious  other  distinguished 
visitors  were  there  to  bid  us  ■(  an  revoir» 
and  «bon  voyage. u  The  last  visitor  was 
a  young  Brazilian  in  a  gaudy  uniform, 
who  came  by  a  special  government 
launch  as  a  representative  of  the  Presi- 
dent. His  particular  mission  was  to 
otTer  us  the  President's  compliments 
and  his  wishes  for  a  successful  voyage. 

On  board  the  Belgica  everything  was 
bustle  and  haste.  Provisions  were 
coming,  new  articles  of  equipment  were 
l:)eing  loaded  and  stored  away,  visitors 
were  going  to  and  fro  examining  our 
curious  instruments  and  the  general 
outfit.  Tugs  were  all  around  the  craft, 
one,  with  se^'eral  photograpliers,  kept 
spinning  around,  snapping  at  the  centre 
of  curiosity  from  every  side.  At  3 
o'clock  the  connnandant  gave  the  order 
to  start,  and  the  entire  mass  moved 
with  us.  The  visitors  remained  on 
deck,  and  the  tugs  followed. 

The  immediate  commercial  front  of 
the  harbor,  with  its  steaming  heat  and 
teeming  mass  of  conglomerate  humanity, 
soon  fell  behind  more  interesting  points. 
Several  foreign  cruisers  were  in  the 
harbor,  among  them  our  Ciitchinali,  and 
the.se  kept  us  busy  replying  to  saluta- 
tions and  cheers.  As  we  passed  the 
old  battered  fort.  St.  Joao,  we  ratlier 
expected  a  series  of  salutes,  but  instead 
a  large  baud  appeared  on  a  low  crown 
of  torn  cliffs,  playing  lively  airs.  Now 
and  then  the  musicians  would  stop  and 
fill  the  air  with  quaint  cheers,  all.  of 
which  pleased  us  far  better  than  a  dis- 
play of  powder. 

As  we  advanced  a  rather  strong  wind 
rufiled  up  an  uncomfortable  .sea.  and  as 
we  approached  the  narrows,  which  are 
guarded  by  two  ancient-looking  forts, 
it  was  deemed  best  to  part  with  our 
visitors.  The  Brazilians  hugged  and 
kissed  us,  as  is  their  custom — the  men 
only,  not  the  ladies.  Our  good  friends 
of  the  Belgian  colon;'  offered  many  cor- 
dial greetings,  and  as  the  tugs  withdrew 
from  us,  the  oft-repeated  «  Au  revoir  » 


and  "  Bon  voyage "  came  with  every 
leap  of  the  sea. 

Our  progress  against  the  incoming 
wind  and  sea  was  very  slow.  But  this 
gave  us  an  excellent  opportunitv  to 
take  a  long  parting  view  of  the  beauti- 
ful bay  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  with  all  its 
indescribable  splendor.  The  sun  was 
low.  close  to  the  crests  of  several  moun- 
tain peaks.  We  were  steaming  out  of 
the  mouth  of  the  bay.  a  harbor  which 
is  said  to  be  large  enough  to  afford  room 
for  the  entire  naval  fleets  of  the  world. 
On  e^■ery  side  were  mountains  rising 
abruptly  from  the  waving  expanse  of 
bine.  Mountains  with  cliffs  and  steep 
slopes,  many  apparently  perpendicular, 
but  all  sides  nearly  covered  by  a  thick, 
dark  green  verdure.  Only  tlie  loftiest 
peaks  were  bald,  and  even  these  had  a 
few  weather-worn  trees  to  add  color  and 
life. 

As  we  looked  over  the  stern  of  tlie 
Bclg-ica^  much  of  tlie  city  was  still  in 
view.  The  low,  irregular  houses,  witli 
tiled  roofs  and  sides,  washed  with  lime 
in  various  bright  shades  of  red,  while- 
and  blue,  were  unique  and  attractive. 
They  will  alwa\'S  remain  in  our  minds 
as  a  pleasant  reminder  of  Brazilian  good 
wishes.  Before  the  city  ard  behi.nd  it 
were  the  perennial  midsunnner  waters, 
s]X)tted  with  vessels  of  various  nations, 
beset  by  a  hundred  emerald  islands,  and 
fringed  by  as  many  fascinating  tiays. 
It  is,  however,  the  crude,  rugged 
majesty,  the  rare  grandeur  of  the  moun- 
tain peaks  around  the  noble  bay,  wiiicli 
give  it  ever  fresh  and  effervescent  glory.

I  Ihe  many  Hubiiiarine  bouts  designed,  she  is 
the  one  that  bas  come  most  llenr'y  to  siiccciiH. 
She  is,  be  it  observed,  intended  for  the  arts  of 
peace  alone ;  she  is  quite  free  frohi  ain- 
thouglit  of  covertly  disiibliiig  an  enemy's 
fleet.  Her  aim  in  life  is  to  convey  divers  to 
snnken  wrecks,  and  tci  assi,st  in  any  sort  of 
salvage  and  .subaqueous  work.  Mr.  Simon 
Lake,  of  Balliniore,  is  her  inventor.  Her  hull. 
36  feel  long  by  9  feet  in  diiinieter,  is  buill  of 
plalinir  laid  over  anjjle  iron  frames,  luejisnrinjr 
_^  inches  by  3  1/2  inches  by  1/2  inch,  and  is 
divided  into  four  conipnrtinents— the  engine 
and  living-room,  the  air  lock,  the  divers' 
room,  and  the  look-out  compartment.  The 
first  of  these  is  the  largest,  iind  contidns  11 
gasoline  en^^ine  and  dynamo  to  drive  the  pro- 
peller sliiift.  The  eni;ine  is  nseil  when  the 
boat  is  travellin),'  at  the  surfrtee.  ;nid  the 
dvnamo  may  be  disconnected  from  it  and  nsed 
as  a  motor  when  she  is  submerged.  TlhTO 
are  two  sets  of  slonige  batteries  in  lockers  at 
the  sides  of  the  boat.  Where  the  bottom  is 
suitable  the  wheels  will  be  used,  \mu%  pro- 
pelled bv  means  of  the  forward  motor.  This 
livin^;-rooin,  which  can  acconnnodate  six  men, 
is  provided  with  an  air-com])re,ssor  ami  storage 
tanks,  to  supply  the  divers  as  well  as  to  renew 
the  vitiated  air.  'Wheii  the  boat  is  submerjred 
to  a  iTioderate  depth  air  is  conveyed  througli 
the  two  pipe-like  masts,  which  also  locate  her. 
At  jfreater  depths  these  are  closed  and  a 
suction-hose  is  used,  whilst  at  still  greater 
depths  the  storage  Links,  whieli  can  supply 
the  crew  for  forty-eiglU  hours,  will  ht-  relied 
■upon.  When  a  diver  k-iiws  the  boat,  he  first 
01  all  enters  the  air  lock,  forwanl  of  the  living- 
room.  The  air  pressure  i.s  raised  to  that  of 
the  divers'  room,  which  is  niaintaincil  at  the 
pressure  of  the  water  without  :  the  ]>ressure  in 
the  living-raom  is,  of  course,  alxml  iiorm;il. 
He  then  passes  through  another  donr  into  the 
divers'  room,  which  contains  evervthing  he 
needs  for  wrecking  operati{ins.  When  fully 
eqiii])iicd.  he  ojicils  a  door  in  the  llnor  and  so 
goes  forth  In  his  wnrk.  the  air-prcssnre  of  the 
coni])arlmt-iit  preventing  the  ingress  of  the 
water.  The  foremost  compartment,  with  its 
powerful  search-light,  etc..  is  the  ]iilnt-hoiiae, 
whence  the  vessel  is  steered  when  submerged 
instead  of  from  the  conning-tower  used  when 
on  the  surface.  Trim  and  buovaiiev  are  se- 
cured by  a  fixed  keel  for  two-thirds  of  the 
vessel's  length,  and  easily  ojierated  water 
tanks  in  the  floor.  Weighted  anchors  assist 
in  keeping  the  boat  stationary  at  the  desired 
level.  The  intentions  of  the  inventor  w^re 
succe.S5fully  realised  in  the  Tatajisco  river  on 
December  17.  The  Ari^oiiaui  first  made  a 
short  «  dive  11  to  show  how  quicklv  it  eouhl  be 
ilone,  and  then  she  spent  nearlv  five  hours 
below  with  twelve  persons  inside  her.  She 
traversed  some  two  miles  of  the  river's  bed, 
and  a  diver  left  her  through  tlie  floor-door. 
Since  then  she  has  run  out  eight  miles  of 
telephone  wire  in  Baltimore  harbor  and  con- 
versed with  New  York.  She  can  be  spoken 
with  if  'I  .V041  Baltimore  »  is  rung  up, — Hhifi- 
pii'g   World.

Even  before  the  Dublin  Northmen, 
weliavc  lnulition,s  of  tlie  discovery  of 
Anievica  by  Hie  Irish,  oiid  tlie  voyaRcs 
of  Sts.  Brendan  and  Barridan  are  tlie 
earliest  authentic  records  of  luiropemi 
iiitercour.se  with  the  Western  Hemis- 
phere, Two  eniinent  modern  Irisli 
historians,  Cardinal  Moran  and  Canon 
O'Hnnlon,  have  related  at  great  length 
the  life  and  voyages  of  St,  Brendan 
hut  the  fact  of  St.  Brendan  having  ever 
reached  the  continent  of  America  has 
never  been  proved,  although  traces  have 
been  discovered  to  show  that  IrLshincii 
had  settled  in  the  southern  part  of 
North  America  and  had  introduced 
civilization  centuries  before   Columbus 


Karlsefne,  a  man  of  eminent  abilities, 
Thornstein  having  died,  Karlsefne  mar- 
ried  his  widow,  Gudrida,  a  lady  who  is 
represented  by  the  Sagas  to  liave  had 
I'  matchless  endowments, j'  both  of  body 
and  mind.  In  the  spring  of  1007  Karl- 
sefne fitted  out  three  vessels,  carrying 
160  persons  with  cattle  and  lesser  live 
stock  in  abundance.  .Accompanied  by 
his  wife  he  sailed  from  Iceland  for  the 
purpose  of  founding  a  colony  in  Vinland. 
They  first  reached  Hellulaiid,  and  found 
nothing  but  stones.

S74  Alfred  the  Great  reigned  in  Eng- 
land, Kiarval  (O'CarroU)  was  king  ol

—In  the  Gazela  de  Koiiclas  of  Sunday  a 
conlributor  says  that,  iii  view  of  the  proposed 
suspension  of  payment  of  interest  on  the  pub- 
lic debt,  sebtistiaiiists  and  anarchists  are 
etideavoritigto  injure  the  credit  of  Brazil.  If 
the  writer  is  correct,  it  seems  to  us  that  sebas- 
tianists  and  anarchists  are  giving  themselves 
a  great  deal  ofunnecesssny  lahor.  The  same 
writer,  after  informing  us  of  the  sale  of  certain 
war  vessels,  of  the  payment  of  the  debt  of  the 
Leopoldiiia  railway  and  of  some  other  facts 
with  which  we  are  well  acquainted,  assures  us 
that  Brazil  is  prepared  to  meet  for  a  long  time 
all  its  obligations  He  fails,  however,  to  tell 
us  what  he  considers  a  long  time. 

—The  election  of  Dr.  Campos  Sales  as 
President  of  Urazil  is  very  st\tisfactory.  He 
hasa  high  character,  and  it  is-said  that  he  is 
equally  popular  with  the  army  and  with  the 
civil  population.  Oddly  enough  there  is  no 
recovery  in  exchange,  notwithstandingthe  im- 
mense 'majority  by  which  the  President  is 
returned,  especially  bearing  in  mind  that  the 
coffee  crop  is  enormous,  even  ihough  the  price 
has  fallen  so  much.  The  knvness  of  the  ex- 
change must  clearly  be  the  result  of  the 
unsatisfactory  stale  of  the  finances  and  the 
utler  disorder  in  the  currency,  The  paper 
circulation  is  extravagantly  great.  Hut  wne- 
ther  the  new  government  will  be  strong  enough 
and  intelligent  enough  to  carry  a  reform  of  the 
currency,  and  to  cut  down  unsparingly  the 
enormous  expenditure,  remains  to  be  seen,  If 
it  does  not,  the  pro-spectfor  Brazil  will  become 
serious,  for  it  seems  scarcely  possible  that 
the  country  can  go  on  very  long  payings  the 
interest  on  the  foreign  debt  if  there  is  no 
recovery  in  exchange.  Already,  indeed,  there 
are  rnniors  that  the  sinking  funds  will  have 
to  be  suspended.— 77/ (■  Statist,  March  5th.
